Tue landing of Japanese troops on Chi- 
nese soil bas given o new aspect to. the 
resent “strugele between the Asiatic 
{mpires immediately under our obsepva- 
tion in Hongkong: When it wag first 
announced that Japan was threatening 
to anter upon hostilities with China, 
when the opening successes were all ia 
Japan's favour, and again when tho 
Japanese, patriotic and flushed by their. 
successes, began to raise the cry ‘To 
Peking, they wera scoffed at and 
ridiculed, and a”settion of the Foreign 
community and the Foreign press were 
indlined to treat with lofty supercilious- 
ness what they termed the: presumption 
of the little Japs. ‘They were rewarded 
as little better than schoolboys, turned 
loose with dangerous playthinys which 
they did not understand. ow that 
repeated and carefully -planned successes’ 
have rewarded Japanese srms in Cores: 
ant in Coren waters, now that 6 
Japanese army bas landed in China 
and is pressing forward—not upon 
Moukden with its reputed stores of 
treasure and its ancestral and dynastic 
relics of priceless value—but upon Pek- 
ing, the key to the Government position 
in China, ‘tho outer barbarian’ iz be- 
aning to understand that during the 
fact twenty or thirty years of Japan’s 
‘awakening’ sha bas not wasted her 
time nor failed to learn the lessons 
taught ber by her Foreign advisers: 
Having recognised the superiority of 
Westera methods, Japan discarded her 
own avtiqnated institutions and arma; 
ments og relied of a barbarous and 
effete age; and, having tsken this 
step, she has followed up copsis- 
tently the uew policy, though at a 
pace seriously dangerous to herself. 
‘The experiences of the last fifty years 
were open to China in as great a degree 
aq to Japan, yet thera is a marvellous 
but characteristic difforeuce in the man- 
ner in which China Las taken advantage 
of her opportunities Convinced as her 
ablest men are of the utter uselessness 
of her old weapons of offence ard de- 
fence in the face of a Fureign foe, efforts 
have been made by them to introduce 
improvements in the interests of their 
country. But Chinese officialdom, os a 
System, is too corrupt, from the lowest 


4 mandarin to the President of the Tsung- 


li Yamen, to allow the country to bene- 
fit from wise reforms of patriotic states- 
inen of clearer and wider range of 
vision than tho average official. While 
the reformed administration of Japan 
was equipping and drilling compars- 
tively large armies; surroundin 
coast with admirably. constructe 
ships of the latest desigus ; 
arms of uniform pattérns and ammuni- 
tion for small arms, quick-firing guns 
and the heavier pieces of artillery, end 
organising a complete system of trans- 
port and commissariat, the avaricious, 
peculating aud unpatriotic Chinese ad- 
ministration has been professing to do 
all these things but in reality draining 
the resources of the country for the 
satisfaction of individual appetites. “The 
result is self-evident. China is repre- 
sented in the field by men who may be 
brave enough—though we doubt their 
bravery—-but who are not able to with- 
stand the well-directed fire of the dis- 
ciplined Japanese.. I'he Chineaa force 
is onc of which Falstaff would be 
ashamed. Even the Hon. George 
Curzon, anxious as he is for an alliance 
between Britain and China, is forced to 
admit the inefficiency of the Chinese 
military service. ‘'!he Chinese army,’ 
he says, ‘under Chinese _ offi 
even with musketa in 

and cartridges in its pouches, is an un- 
disciplined rabblo of tramps, about 
es well «qualified to withstand a 
European force as a body of Hyde Park 
proceasionists would be to repel a 
charge of the Life Guards, Whatever 
the Chinese rank and file have already 
shown themselves capable of doing 
under European lead, whatever they 
might do were such lead repeated in. 
the future, they are, viewed as 2 
national army, a relatively interior 
military instrument to the weakest 
contingent in the force of the feeblest 
Europtan State.’ With on army. as 
upiyersally condemned as Chiino’s and 
generala who are absolutely devoid of 
strategic training, it is difficult to see 
bow the Japanese army is to be checked 
if the march against Poking is persisted 
in.

WRECK OF THE ‘ BELLONA.’ 

The Deutecho Dampfechiffs Rhederai 
steamer Bellona, which loft Hongkong on 
the 28th September for Homburg via ports,

GBNERAL INSPECTION OF HOTSE DRAINS. 

The Sanitary Surveyor reported by re- 
quest of tho Board that for a general in- 
spection of house drains throughout the 
Cvlony, toand by December 31, 1894, he 
would need one assistant surveyor, one 
overseer, and one Ohinese foreman. 

A lung discussion ensued ay to whether 
the work of diainege shoald be carried 
on side by side with thie. 

Ultimately it was agreed that, as the 
water supply wis nut yet sulficiont fur a 
complete system of house drainage, the 
inapection should go on alone, simply to 
ascertain the state of affairs. 

A letter was raadfrom the Government 
stating that the Board would be provided 
with the powersrequired for the General 
fospection ; and it was resolved to inform 
tho Government what increase of staf 
would bo needad, as above. 

HOUSE-T0-HOUSE VISITATION. 

The following otter was read :— 

«A Public Latler. —During theprovalance

Me Francis, parsuant to notice, moved

ty; but that was when tho wator 
aarvica waa as yat only in course of cons- 
truction, aid ao the proposal was ahelved 
for the time. The work .being now 
Ginished, the duties of tha Water Autho- 
rity became puroly administrativo—to see 
that the supply waa properly. distribut- 
ed in ample quantity in the differ- 


eot channels, and to «ase whether 
and how much money should be got from 
users, ‘The questions of onginesring were 
now reduced to vory small dimensions. 
The Government should now bo osked, in 
accordance with the original idea and for 
veasons alroady. given, to appoint the 
Board Wator Auchoritr, 

Mr Laigh seconded tha motion. 

Mr Ohatham enid that the work of con- 
atruction waa by no means finiahed, Kon-- 
loon and the chief villages on the island 
were atill to be furnished with waterworks, 
Ho did not see that the Board need have 
control of the water supply. In London 
for yoars past the water had been in- 
dependent of the sanitary authorities, 

The President thought there would bo 
no advantage in the alteration proposed ; 
the present Water Authority was perfectly 
competent to do all that: waa to be done, 
ond the Board would be unable to do 
anything without depending on its 
engineer. Tha Board's Sanitary Surveyor 
could not do that work in addition to bis 
own. 

Mr Fransis—He is doing both now, and 
a great deal more, . 

The President thought the present ar- 
rangement as good and scazomical as 
possible ; the Water Authority had no pay 
im that ospacity. Mr Loigh had said the 
Kowloon waterworks were ‘a mere fleabite’ 
but as a matter of fact they “were 
imporlant end guite unique; ne water 
aupply in the world was obtained under 
soch poculiar circumstances, 

Mr Francia in reply said that, ss the 
prosent Water Department bad heen ev 
eulogised, he muat point out that it had 
in reality grossly mismanaged ita dutios. 
Three years running it bad allowed 
all the watersto run off so quickly 
‘ag to cause a famine at. the ond of the dry 
| season ; the supply had been cut off for 
moat of the day; the amount pir head had 
| been reduced to & gallons per day, though 
it was stated on the best authority that 20 
was required. These were sonitary ques- 
tions, not engineering work ; whereas Mr 
Cucper and Mr Crook were omgineors, and 
not sanitary engineers. ‘fhe stall wurk 
remaining to be dono could be in tha 
handa of the P,W.D. while the Board 
“became Water Authority, 

Mr Chatham wished to apeak again, but 
hed now no right under the rules of 
debate. a 

Tho motion was lost by 5 to 2—Mesers 
Francis and Lrigh supporting, Messrs May,

Taz Yokohama Dock Company, started 
several yenra ago by leading capitalists of 
Tokyo and Yokohama, is required, according 
to tha terma of its charter, to commenapa the 
work of construction from the 4th October, 
The scheme was first drawn by the Inte 
Major-General Paliser, but owing to the 
broessity ofiatrcducing some amendment it 
whs subsequently placed in the hands of 2 
marioe engivecr, Tho altered plan having 
been completed, the lending offlcers of the 
Company held a meeting a few daysego and 
resolved to start the works on the basis of 
the new scheme from the 4th inst. ‘The 
original project of the Company, says the 
Jiyu, wos to invest a sum of three million 
yen. ‘Thig was, however, aubseqnently mo- 
dified owing to the consideration that to raise. 
such.a large amount of capital, thongh it 
wos not required at ones, ata time when 
the money market was tight, would be uo- 
wise, Consequently it was decided, that the 
capital should be temporarily fixed at half 
a millon yea, with power to add. to. it aa 
oooasion arose, and that’s dock 375 feet 
Long, G5 feet wide, and 28 feet deep, capable 
‘of receiving a ship of about 3,000 tons capa- 
sity should be constructed at the outset, A 
smaller ‘dock. for abips of.1,500 tons capacity 
anda floating-dock for ships of about a 
third of these Latter sizes -are ‘also con-

The evidence having beon concluded, 


arguments on botli sides occupied most of 
the morning, 


His Lordship delivered judgment av 
followa—In thia case plaintiff aues for 
$488.01, wages, ‘chow-monoy’ and dam- 
ages for wrougful dismissal. It appeurs 
that about tho begiuning of the year plain- 
tiff was in tho employ of dpfondant as cup- 
tain of the steamship f’eAing, On tho way 
north he had a conversation with defend- 
ant with references to another steamahip 
also owned by the defondant, ummely the 
Einong Meo, which at that timo was about 
to be repaired by Fenwick & Co., Houge 
kong, When returniog from Amoy, plain- 


tiff hod a further conversation with dv- | 


fendant’s son, and in cortietgrénce of these 
convorsations on arrival in Hongkong ho 
signed aff the ship’s articles and remain. 
od behind, as he etates, to euperintond 
tha repairing of the Kwong Mo, T am 
of opinion that he was perfectly juatitied in 
doing ao on the strength of those converan- 
lions with defendant himaelf and his son, 
and slao that he was justified in assuming 
that his old rate of pay was to ba centinus*, 
namely, §150 a month as wages and 330 
odd 6 month aa' chow-money.’ Thin was 
further confirmed by the fact that in a very 
few days he recoived a leiter fram tha de- 
fendant in which, although fault was found 
with him for Jaaving the ship and 
staying behind, yet the act seems 
certainly to have been sanctioned, for he 
ia recognised as superintendent ; though the 
defendant says his son made a mistake and 
had no right to tell him to sign off, atill in 
the same letter the defendant calls the 
plaintiff superintendent and recognises him 
as such, Fhenon the 24th May pleintiff 
received a lotter from defendant, again 
recognising him as aaperintendent, but 
telling him that io future bis pay would 
only be $150 a month, his‘ akipper’s pay,” 
without the ‘chaw-mosey. Plaintiff may 
havo objected, but it is a great pity 
eo did not write at once stating 
hha objection plainly, and I cannot help 
thinking thst he must be taken as 
having accepted. I muzt rulo thot ho is 
not entitled to ‘ chow-money’ after 24th 
May. On the 16th July dofendant writes 
to hia agent in Hungkong enclosing a lotter 
addreasad to plaintiff, in which the plain- 
tiff is dismissed without any notice at all. 
Hence this action. The captain contends 
that the dismissal waa unjustifiable; 
Mr Wilkinson for defepdant siptes that 
it waa justifiable, and pivea two grounda— 
only two are now before me, though othera 
came up Which are now dropped. The 
first ground ia that plaintiff quarrelled with 
Arapguren, another captain whn was also 
a sort of co-superintendent ; and in ennan- 
quence of the quarrels Fonwiek & Co, 
could not get on with tho work; and the 
seennd ground is that the engagement waa 
ony to last us long as the repairs were 
going on, and tho plainiif at that date 
wired or wrote that tho repairs were 
finished, so that consequently the ar- 
rangement wos at end by the terme of 
the agreement. Now with regard to the 
quarrels. between plaintiff. and Aran- 
garon, all these letters which camp down 
from Maleampo talk of plaintiff as being 
superintendent, and in some cakes aay that 
he is to advise and consult with Aran- 
guren, but it is never stated that heds ta 
obey or be subject fe Arangureo in avy 
way Whatover, and T cannot help thiukmg 
that their positions were cquol, that one 
was juat as goud as another, or at any tule 
that plaintiff was equal to the other man, 
and it has mething ta do with this suit if 
they quarrelled till they wero black in the 
face. Mr Fenwick righUQy put dawa his foot 
and saidthere were ‘ too miny masters,’ and 
he weuld not go on on that bagie, But 
that dua not in the levat justify defendant 
in diiniasing Raymond 311 was defendant's 
own fault for having two men.

THE OHINA-JAPAN WAR. 
AY INDEMNITY PROM CILINA, 

i " Hiogo, Sept, 22, 
This matter has come up again'in the oo- 

‘tumyid of, one or two popors that cannot be 
-] taught the wisdom of-abiding events. The 
Kokkai is conspicuously ‘immodest in its de~ 
mands, Aa to whatindemnity China should 
be raquired to pay, it asaya. the time has 
come for atudying the question, a¢ it cannot 
be long before Japan will bp able to indicate 
her own terms, A large sum of money ond 
the cession of certain territory are both talk. 
ed nbout; Lha maia object is to crush the 
Middle Kingdom's fighting power. for the 
next half century. . Pho ceding of Mancbu- 
tia or Formosa might no doubt be vary good, 
but this vould not diminish her powor to 
earry on war in-proportion to tho trouble of 
ruling those provinses. Nor would the ex- 
action of utindemnity suit Japan’s intereat. 
Tho Kokk i suggests quite a different expe- 
dient. This is the taking over of tho entire 
Nanyang, Peiyang, : Canton, and Fukieo 
squadrons, and the whole of the vessele of 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company. If this is not sufficient thea 
Shanghai should be occupied, ths Japanaso 
receiving the cuslom duties of that port. 
In any cato Japan should not lose this 
opportunity to cnlarge her puwer on the sea, 
for once her purpose be attained ahe will 
have nothing to fear from either the ‘ Lion! 
or the § Eagle.’ Shanghai would bs the most 
advantageous place tor upholding her in- 
fluence in the Enst, aud checking the Wee- 
lern current. The town ja alsa u convenient 
hagis for Introd uciug into China the elements 
of civilization; and, indeed, the receipts 
from the custom duey of that port might be 
expended with this view. Of conray the 
authorities will bosten fu carry eut lhe 
Kokkai?a recom mendatious ; but cathey hava 
one or two other things that must ‘come 
first, our contemporery should really utilise 
the iuterva] for a littie further study in 
thodamantade and effect, —News. 


SIE. EDWIN ARNOLD ON TOE WAR. 

Sir Edwin Arnold, in the Mew Review, 
takes the place of hovour with an artiale 
on China and Japan which pats the case for 
Japan inastrikiog light, Sir Kdwin denies 
the accurasy of Mr Curzon’s contention that 
the Japancso Government has rushed into 
the conflict to escape domestic troubles. The 
war has, Sir Edwin shows, with a goed deal 
of reason, been forced on Japan by the cor- 
ruption of Corea and the pretensions of 
Chins, 

‘ War hos supervened, not oa a political 
alterative, nor for the roason that Japan 
considered her militery and naval forcos 
complete, but becauae the crisia had come 
when Japan must act, or see Corea aban- 
doned in disorder, tirst to Chinese manda- 
tins and cunuchs, noxt, and finally, to 
Russian intrigue, made ail-commanding by 
ocoult arrangements with Pekin and by the 
completion of the trans-Siberian Railway. 
At the first Iuerease af Chinese troops in 
and near Scoul, the Government of Tokyo 
was bound to strengthen its own forces 
there; aud when China demanded their 
withdrawl, was equally bouod adsolutely 
to refuse, until a plan for united action had 
been agreed upon between the two protecting 
Powers.” 

It is Sir Edwin Arnotd’s object to 
show that Japan has acted aa Tagland 
would hava acted, an three grounds :— 
Nationally, becuuse nothing cao separate 
thoue destinies at Corea and Japan whieh 
geography has indissolubly united ; inter- 
nationally, becuuse dsplomatic evidence is 
nbundant to prove that the rights of Japan 
in Corea were at least equal to those of 
China ; and, morally, tecause Japan alone 
was earnest in the desire to establish 
order ond good gevernmest in the peninsa’s 
and to promote, if possible, ite integrity.

HOW A GREAT ENGINEER WAS 
ALADE, 


Sir Edwin Arnold contributes an article 
antitled ‘The -Two Bridges’ to The Schoot 
Bulletin and New York State Erueational 
Journal. Tt reade like 2 romance, and is 
well worth ¢he attention nf parcnta and teach. 
ora who hava ¢ stupid? children to train : 

‘ One afternaon there came to the gate of 
my garden in Egbnston the boy I conaider- 
j ed the most stupid and hopeless in all my 
; clasees, Be-was tall and ungainly, although 
| Zoodelaoking ; very sly and cilent ; dooile 

andi cespectiul enough, but alwaye behiad~ 
hand with sorao among his tasks, and conse- 
quently, forevor at the bottom of hia form ; 
the aort of tid oo master troubles himself 
about. Inonst confessI had given up all 
idea of making anything out of hjm, at any 
rate as regarded aertain important leasons,— 
a helpless, dull, unwilling, profitleas dunce, 
—so [imagined ; and a» I tad relitotantly 
come to treat him, 

7 With him cameinto my garden a protty 
girl, year younger, who explained that 
“Trotter ” wanted badly to sea me, but did 
not dare to ventare alone; and eo, being his 
friend and living with his mother, she had 
accompanied him, Possibly that made me 
more indulgent to the hulking, stupid, silent 
youth; for there were great, bright teara in 
the girl’s blue oyes, and she held the big, 
nervous téjlyw by the edge of his coat, ue if 
she feared he would run away from shame 
or fright.

“80 1 made the poor Ind apeak for him- 
aelf; and then he ruefully explained how he 
Gad never for one fleeting moment under. 
stood an atom of Euclid, nor why it was 
ever written or taught ot all, with other 
apeainl difficulties in hia course,—cortain 
aubjects being ull the time, as I myself well 
knew, easy enough to him, The truth was, 
he was no more stupid than the other aver- 
age‘ Brammogem ” boys, He waa a proud, 
silent, well-meaning lad, who had been vilely 
taught at the beginuiug ; fer teaching is a 
fine art, and very few really understand it. 

‘Ais humility and earnestness melted 
toe, 18 well aa the téara io the blue eyes of 
his little friend. I sent her home, and made 
him stop to tea, and that afternova we tare 
up Euclid by tha roots: wa divested our- 
selves of oll the falss terror inspired in 
young minds by that ancient nome; wa want 
behind the old Alexandrian geometer, and 
found him out in his plan, bis purposes, hia 
beginnings, his fallacies, cod“his merits. 

*[ told ‘* Trotter’ not to be ashamed at 
any little perseaal difficulties, since King 
Ptolemy had boggled like himself at the 
foot of the ‘¢ Asses’ Bridge,” ond had asked 
Euclid one day, in Alexandria, if he could 
not make it of] a bit easier, to which the 
ancient mathemnticion replied that ** there ia 
no royal road to learning.” “ Bat there is, 
Trotter,” [said, "a very broad and good 
King’s Highway, by means of which nothiag 
is difficult, nothing abstruse. It is just as 
easy to learn the binomial theorem, or
